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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
As best understood, see paragraph 4 infra, the species of Figures 2-3, the species of Figure 6, and 
the species of Figure 7. The species are independent or distinct because the species are mutually 
exclusive, i.e. have recognized divergent subject matter, as evidenced by the presentation after 
first action on the merits of amended or additional, separate, i.e. not overlapping, nongeneric, 
claims, e.g. claims 1-8, 10-11 and 17-21, and different classification, e.g. the species of Figure 7 
would be classified in different subclasses than that of the other species, leading to diverging 
fields of search now after first action on the merits. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, as best understood, see paragraph 4 infra, claims 9 and 12-16 
are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an

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allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

2. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.

4. It is noted that with regard to the new claims, e.g., claim 12, while the specification as 
originally filed provides support for a fastener having at a minimum 3 segments/sections folded 
in Z- or inverted Z-shape with end zones permanently attached to the clothes contacing surface 
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of a wearing article in which an end zone of a top segment is directly releaseably attached to 
such clothes contacting surface of the article, such is still not what is clearly claimed, i.e. the new 
claims require at a minimum 2 segments with end zone(s) permanently attached to a surface of a 
main body of a wearing article in which an end zone of a top segment is directly releaseably 
attached to such surface of such main body of the article. It is also not clear whether the "one of 
opposite surfaces of said main body" on line 9 and "said surface of said main body" on line 10 
are one and the same. The amendments to page 6, line 21 and the abstract filed 2-23-06 still 
include misspelled words.
